It was explained by the deputation 
that they did not ask Tor religions 
instruction in the public sdioc'u, but 
simply that the Lord's Prayer be 
said at the daily opening, a hymn 
sung and a Scripture lesson read 
mm n special hook of suitable 
assafjea chosen from the Bible, 
"iirtlipr, the schoo] teachers had cs- 
ressed themselves as favorable to 
tie Introduction of a Bible text-book. 
riome of the speahera who stressed 
Hie need of the Bible reading in 
schools declared it was the only pan- 
acea for the prevalent moral degra- 
dation. 

The Premier admitted Hint the 
Scripture instruction that was given 
in the schools during bin boyhood 
had been of greal value to him all

educational point of view, he held 
that the Bible was "absolutely the

COMING along the road the other day my eyes Ml upon the following 
words displayed in the window of a largo store. "Closed for the day 
in order to take stock." Just as the business niati deems It advisable 
to forfeit the takings of a whole day, and in some instances longer periods 
so the Salvntion Soldier will profit much if. from time to time, he will get 
alone with Ciod and take spiritual stock. 
What is the Purpose of Stock-taking? 

To find out whether a gain or loss has been made. Any manager of a busi- 
ness bouse takes .stock at least once, and sometimes more often, durinc; the 
vear If he did not do so, things would go woefully wrong. Slow-moving or 
dead lines of stock might accumulate and 
grow, and necessary or quick selling mater- 
ials run out or stock. There has been so 
much bought, so much sold, a balance munt 
be struck between them and pront and loss 
estimated. It must be done carefully, con- 
scientiously and thoroughly. Every item 
must lie noted and counted; lo make a mere 
reii.w won't be worth a lap. Then comes 
(lie adjusting or straightening out of things. 
The over accumulation of this must be thin- 
ned down. Hie goods which have deteriorated 
ami cannot he sold must lie thrown away. It is 
.10 use keeping lliem on the shelves any longer 
and sacrificing good room Tor those tilings 
which are inferior. "Such and such" tins run 
low, and it must be replenished right away, 
everything is straightened out: a knowledge 
of what Is in stock, what is needed anil bow 
much has been made during tile year is as- 
ccrlained and off the business man goes for 
another period. 

As Salvation Soldiers, stork must he lukcn not simply making up the 
mind to do so some day in the future. Shut down for a while now and look 
things over. Do not put it off, but actually stop and take an inventory. 

All human efforts require inspection. How else can errors lie detected 
and mistakes rectified? This principle is accepted in all spheres of human 
activity, from (lie mother's care of the small child whose hands need iuspec 
lion, In order thai she may judge the efficiency of the soap and water process, 
lo the Minister of Parliament, Who inquires into ihe vast concerns .of the 
nation. The locomotive engine must be overhauled. Who does i»n know 
the familiar tup of the man Inspecting lb" wheels of the long-tiislnncr- l rain? 
Ir has. I believe, heou estimated that he finds nine hundred and ninety-nine 
wheels in a satisfactory condition Tor every one proven fntlliy. Without the 
Inspection there would he no security for the passengers. 

■ People whose business it is to appraise the condition of things have he- 
come as important to the carrying on of any successful enterprise as those 
who are actually engaged in the work. Experts in all manner or things aro 
needed to examine and point out what is faulty, weak, or incapable of im- 
provement. What disasters have come from a neglect to do this? Hunk or 
the ship that puts out to sea with the undiscovered leak, or the child wliot 
carries a deadly infection to school! .... 

How many souls have been lost! How many saints have gone back into 
sin for the want of timely inspection! 1 read of a man recently who went 
lo consult a doctor about some disquieting symptom, only to hear that it 
was too late Tor him to be helped, Had he enquired a few months sooner he 
might have been cured of the now latal malady. 

llow readily People disregard unsatisfactory symptoms in respect to the 
soul's health, Instend of going to the Great Physician and saying with David. 
"Search me, Oh Cod, and know my heart, try me and know my thoughts." 

Isniah acted wisely when he decided to take stock and nnd out how he 
stood In his experience. Things were not going us well as he felt they 
.should, and because of this be became dissatisfied and rightly so. The Bible 
tells us that he got alone with God. 

So it is. Soul Inspection can only lie undertaken by the individual con- 
cerned. Other human agents may help hy giving certain directions, but only 
Hie man himself can lell his true state. 
A Profitable Soul-Inspection Requires,— 

1. A sincere desire to know tho truth. 

2. Courage to acknowledge tho need when it is discovered. 

3. Determination to put right what is nt fault.

IMPORTANT REARRANGEMENTS 

THE General has decided upon im- 
portant rearrangements in the 
administration of The Army's Native 
Work in South Africa.

Tuesday, January 23rd.— Bombay, 
Officers' Meetings morning and even- 
ing.

"I wish Io 
remind you thai you stand on die threshold or a 
very responsible Calling and yon should have a 
due appreciation of the responsibilities you have, 
undertaken. Human life is the mosl 'precious 
thing on earth. When a physician undertakes to 
guklu a fellow-being through a critical illness hr: 
assumes a responsibility greater than lliai ie- 
rpiirod by any other railing. Your responsibility 
is second only to that of a physician. 

"Do nothing that will not stand Hie «irenigi-st 
searchlight and the severest scrutiny. Strive lo 
make your manners and methods faultless and 
observe punctuality and system in all things. 

"Bo faithful and loyal to the physicians wiUi 
whom you work," he continued, "and never cast 
discredit on their work. Your duly is b.-ir.l. but. 
greatest of all your rewards is the consciousness 
of overcoming difficulties and of a knowledge 
that suffering has hecn relieved. Heal enjoyment 
and happiness Is the reward of hard work. 

"Hencerorr.li you will be thrown on your own 
resources. You will encounter conditions which 
In Ule nature of things do not exist in linspilnls, 
and you will have only your own judgment lo rely 
Upon. You have heen trained in I lie most modern 
methods of Maternity Nursing. [I is not in your 
"pllere to undertake cn-ral nursing, but vow 
c:in paler upon the work for which you linvn 
beep trained wllh confidence and courage, for 
your training has been thorough and the facilities 
(or practise unlimited. Let inlegi'il.v and Indus- 
try be your guiding principles. Hucklo on your 
armor with the determination lo succeed, remem- 
bering that to deserve hiicccss i? I lie surest way 
lo attain It. 

"Being human you must live by .your practise, 
.lust as others live by their vocations. The prac- 
tise of nursing ia your work. It is a? Iiennsl, as 
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lo congratulate the Nursps. 

The service was opened with a hymn, after 
which Major Harrows invoked Hod's blessing on 
Hie gathering. CommisBionci' Sowton expressed 
his pleasure at being present. His practical ad- 
vice, to the nurses waa very Helpful. He also 
(hanked Hie. doctors of the hospital staff for the 
faithful and splendid service rendered to the hos- 
pital and the Graduating Clasa. Mrs. Logie Bang 
sweetly "Resignation." 

Dr. .Logic read the hospital report for the year 
as follows: Two hundred private and semi-private 
patients were treated during the year, and fifty 
nine public patients: two hundred and fifty-three 
babies were born in the hospital during the year. 
Two hundred and sixty days' hospital treatment 
had been piven patients unable to pay; four hun- 
dred and sixteen days' treatment to public pa- 
tients and fifty-two months' treatment of babies; 
Ibis charitable work Tor the year costing ahout 
$2,000. 

Certain improvements have been made, the 
most important of which is the equipment ot a 
ward for public work and for Hie poorer patients 
who are uuable to pay. This ward has been tilled 
almost to its capacity ever siuci: its openiiiK 
last dune. The hospital accommodation is still 
inadequate lo meet the demands made upon it. 
Mention was made of the need of a nurses' resi- 
dence and a separate ward for the Home girlH. 
which would creatly increase the facilities for 
carrying on this work. Financial assislauce from . 
Territorial Headquarters was found necessary, 
because of lack of funds: a total of about Sa.OOO 
being advanced. It was hoped that u substantial 
grani from the city could be negotiated. 

Or. bogie also louclied on the conscientious 
and bard work of the Graduating Class. They 
had had a splendid opportunity of becoming ef- 
ficlenl in llii.x purliriilar line of nursing. During 
the eighteen nionllis they have been training they 
bad assisled in II, roe hundred and uluety-ouc 
cases, which was an average ot eighty cascB each. 
Their practical work had been ' splendid and in 
every respect they bad shown themselves reliable 
ami trustworthy. The result of tiicir examin- 
ation*; had been salisfaciory. Miss .Short and Miss 
DeYVoIf badiiig with a percentage of more tlniu 
tifl per rent. Oreal i-rcdit was due to Idis» Irons, 
Hie instructor of the clawi, for the. very line 
showing they made.

HINTS THAT HELP 

Grease 
When Ri'ease is spilled upon the 
kitchen floor pour cold water upon 
it at ouce. This will harden and pre- 
vent It soaking into the boards. 

To Prevent Rugs Curling 
To prevent ruga from curling at 
the comers bind them on the under 
edge witli a piece of narrow webbing, 
like that used to hold furnituro 
springs in place. 

Finger Stains 
Fincors stained with fresh 'fruit, 
walnuts, ok:., should he dipped in 
strong tea, rubbed with a nail-brush, 
and then washed In warm water. 
Under this treatment the stains will 
Boon disappear. 

Musty Teapots 

If metal teapots are not used Tor 
some time they arc apt to become 
musty, and to give the tea a peculiar 
flavor when used again. This may 
be prevented by dropping a lump of 
sugar into the pot before putting it 
away. 

Seouring Mixture 

A good scouring mixture Eor floors 
and wooden shelves is made of hair a 
pound oT sand, half a pound of soft 
soap, and quarter of a pound of lime. 
Mix thoroughly and apply with a 
scrubbing bvusb. then wash off with 
plenty of clean water.

"Woll-boiled oat- 
meal with cream 
or milk and sugar 
is an ideal heat- 
produciug f ood ; 
for while the cream 
supplies pure" fat, the oatmeal is a 
carbo-hydrate (or heating food) of the 
best type, and it also coutaina flesh- 
forniing materia], which is what 
growing children need. Sugar is an- 
other fuel-producing food. 

The breakfast egg cau be varied 
by serving it as an omelette. White 
fish must be decorated with butter 
.sauce, and bread fried in bacon Tat 
makes a change for breakfast.

There is no 
doubt that inhaling 
menthol froni a 
dry inhaler forms 
one of the best 
preventive meas- 
ures. Nearly all 
druggists stock this 
kind of thing, but 
almost the same 
purpose is served 
by loosely filling a 
tiny smelling-salts 
bottle with menthol 
grains and inhaling 
the vapor which is 
given oft when the 
bottle is warmed 
by holding in the 
hand. 

The bottle should have a sufficient- 
ly narrow ueck to be placed tightly 
against one nostril, and a tiny piece 
of fine muslin should be stretched 
across the opening whilst drawing the 
vapor up the nose, to prevent any 
grains of menthol from finding their 
way into the nasal passages. 

The menthol should b.' inhaled 
through oat-h nostril for a few min- 
utes about every half hour or so if 
the cold symptoms are rather pro- 
nounced.

Matthew 19: 14. 



IT was the ha9ty and unwise attempt of the Disciples to keep the 
young people away from Him that called Forth the words from 
the iips of Christ. 
That the Disciples wished to shut out the children from re- 
ceiving Christ's blessing is not at all surprising when one con- 
siders the small importance that was attached to youth in those days. 
Even the children of well-to-do people were treated with scanty 
recognition, to say nothing of the poor and uneducated. 

Herodotus, the Greek historian, tells us that the Greeks cared 
little, and troubled less, about their children. Fathers never recog- 
nized their sons until they had 
attained the age of twelve, when 
they were brought from the cus- 
tody of their female guardians in- 
to the family circle. What a loss 
to the parents who were deprived 
of me association, and love of 
their little ones. 

This spirit of indifference to 
the training of their young peo- 
ple had evidently permeated the 
thought of the Jews. We cannot, 
however, say that the Jewish 
mothers on this occasion showed 
any lack of maternal love. On the 
other hand, tbat they were pre- 
pared to stand the scrutiny of the 
public gaze in seeking the Sav- 
iour's blessing for their offspring, 
proved that they had the very 
highest interest and well-being ol 
their little ones at heart. 

But with the Disciples it was 
different. They, apparently, did 
not realize the importance of 
youth, or the far-reaching result 
that would follow the imparting 
of Christ's blessing to these priv- 
ileged children. 

We do not doubt that they 
acted with the very best and 
sincerest intention. Possibly they 
argued that their Master's time, 
was too sacred to be taken 
up by mere children. They felt 
they must spare Him all they 
could. He had had a hard and 
exacting day in repulsing the at- 
tacks and answering the many 
perplexing questions of the Phar- 
isees, and He needed quiet and 
rest. These and similar thoughts 
doubtless filled their minds and 
influenced them in the rebuking 
of these earnest and anxious 
mothers. 

Mark tells us that Christ was "much displeased" with His Dis- 
ciples. How could He approve of such an action? It is foreign to 
Hia nature as revealed by His life and teachings, to turn away from 
any who seek His blessing, and He could not be other than indignant 
with those who, in their misguided zeal and folly, would have robbed 
the children of a share of His love and blessing. 

The incident served a good purpose in affording Christ an op- 
portunity, which He readily embraced, of quietly teaching a much- 
needed lesson, and also of instructing His Disciples in the nature and 



constitution of His Kingdom. He, who had a perfect insight into 
the future, and who knew the full value of young people, and the 
mighty part they were destined to play in the making of I lis King- 
dom, was not slow to impress upon His Disciples the supreme im- 
portance of child life. The attitude of Christ has for ever swept 
away the idea that children do not count, and that it is immaterial 
whether they are brought to Him or not. It has also made manifest 
the tremendous responsibility which rests upon all His followers for 
the moral and religious training of the young. 

The action of the Disciples may have been excusable, but any 
neglect on our part is inexcusable, 
and cannot but bring upon us 
the displeasure of our Saviour. 
With such an example before us; 
with the clear and definite com- 
mand we have from Him, we can- 
not justify ourselves in any lack 
of interest in the Salvation of the 
young people-. And yd, :-.fier all 
that has been said and written, 
ii is appalling to find how few, 
comparatively, are prepared to 
consecrate themselves lo this 
great and holy endeavor. 

The mistake the Disciples made 
was doubtless due to the lack of 
vision — their range of siplit was 
limited. The prospciily of lilt; 
moment, the success , mending 
their Master's en'oils. filled their 
mental outlook u> tin- exclusion 
of every other consideration. They 
had no concern for I he future. 
The immediate present was to 
them all important. Is not this 
why so many people to-day show 
themselves disinterested in the 
rising generation? We would not • 
say that their apathy is the res-ilt 
of wanton indifference, but a clear 
vision and a wider outlook is very 
necessary. A sacrifice of a Senior 
interest in favor of a Junior is, 
in the long run. often the shortest 
way to success. 

The young people of our land 
are hungering for Spiritual Bread. 
They do not know what they 
want, and in the hope o( satisfy- 
ing their natural craving they are 
feeding ravenously on the husks 
of worldly pleasure and sinful 
indulgence, which only intensify 
their hunger. It is the Living 
Bread they want. Christ is the 
need of the hour. The lack of 
Salvation is accountable for the restlessness of our age. 

The responsibility of giving the rising generation the right train- 
ing rests upon the seniors and parents, and the Campaign now in 
progress is an opportunity that every Comrade should accept. Dont 
wait until it is over to do something. Start now I Take new children 
to the Company Meeting, visit them in their homes, put forth some ' 
desperate effort and the results will be honoring to God. His King- 
dom Will be enlarged, not only in this land but, perhaps, to the j 
uttermost parts of the earth, through your efforts. j 
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
